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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 06 January 2004 has been entered and overcomes the 
rejections of claims 1, 2, 5, 9, 13, 15, 16, and 20-23 and the objections of claims 3 and 
4. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-12, 17-20 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 1 the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest a method of 
producing an image forming member comprised of, in part, and the phosphors of the 
three primary colors are disposed in the same order repeatedly along the column 
direction; the method comprising: (a) a step of arranging a plurality of first electrodes 
and second electrodes on the rear plate such that first and second electrodes of each of 
the electron-emitting devices are opposed to each other in the row direction, along with 
the other limitations of the claim. 

Regarding independent claims 6-8 and 17-19, the prior art of record neither 
shows nor suggest forming the row wires with a different cross section that the column 
wires. 

Regarding independent claim 10, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggest providing row and column conductors of a field emissive display by depositing a 
photosensitive film through a plurality of apertures of a mask on a substrate, then 
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selectively exposing the film deposits to form row and column electrodes, along with the 
other limitations of the claim. 

Due to their dependency, the remaining claims are necessarily allowable.
